The 25-year-old refugee, a lum­ 
berman who has spent eight years 
in Sweden, said he was lured to the 
embassy by an Esthonian who be­ 
friended him. The Russians, he de­ 
clared, took him prisoner, attempted 
to seize hi* passp ort, and threatened 
to fly him out of the country.

DISASTER BENEFITS 
In nature many a disaster has 
proved 
a 
benefit. Across to the 
m ainland from my small island re ­ 
treat. in Nova Scotia, a great fire 
'Wept acres of woodland, cleaning 
the ground of its blueberry bushes. 
Today th a t area has its small trees 
Again and new blueberry bushes 
produce bigger and more ab u n d an t­ 
ly than ever before. 
There is in north-central Mtchi- 
i iran rn warbler that chooses a fire- 
swept area for its nesting place. It 
is known as a Kirtland'# warbler, 
and John Muir, the famous C ali­ 
fornia naturalist, once told of a 
variety of pine in the California 
m ountains that reproduces with the 
aid of fire. It drops its cones only 
after the tree dies and a fire opens 
up its cones, so that the new trees 
rise actually from the ashes of those 
burned. 
The tragic earthquake In San 
Francisco many years ago, and the 
great fire in Chicago in the last 
century both were the forerunners 
of greater cities, regardless of the 
losses to life and property. We often 
hear th a t a disaster is a blessing in 
disguise, and that is literally true 
rn many a case. I recall the instance 
of a very wealthy man who lost 
practically all in the m arket crash
